There has been no change in the management of the 
schools from last year. The scholars in District No. 4 
have been carried to School No. 5; thus saving the ex- 
pense of one school. 

Although several of the school-houses are in poor 
condition, we have not deemed it best to make any 
repairs, except what were absolutely necessary, as 
there was no money raised for that purpose. 

School-house No. 5 leaked so badly that we were 
obliged to ask the town to shingle it, that it might be 
suitable for school purposes. 

The teachers employed the past year, with one ex- 
ception, have been experienced and the work accom- 
plished has been generally satisfactory. 

The school registers show that a great many of the 
scholars are very irregular in attendance. Inthe Centre 
School, during the winter term, with a total of thirty- 
two scholars the average attendance was only fourteen.

The Executor of the will of William Stearns has filed 
his account in the Probate Office, and it seems probable 
that the estate will soon be settled, and that the town 
will receive during the coming year the residue of the 
legacy.
